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SUBWAYS TO BE BUILT IN 


ELIMINATING THE DEADLY CR 


From First to Sixth Streets—Plans and 


Estimates of Costs Have Been Sub- 


mitted by Experts Who Have 


Done Same Kind of Work 


in Columbus 


FEASIBILITY AND MODERATE COST IS ASSURED 


The Estimate of Railroad Companies' Engineers Not 


Yet Submitted, But May be Far in Excess of 


the Necessary Amount to Complete the 


Work as Planned—Present 


Council Favors Project. 


Probably the most extensive improvement to the city o£ Newark, as a 


is that which lias been launched and brought to a point, where it 


is no longer a mere idle dream ot futurity but an imminent actuality, 
by the South Side Clizeng Association, which, by the energy of those at 
its head, lias not faltered at any time, until there are now ivocfcing plans 
in existence, and there are only a few more steps to be taken until the 
hopes of those most interested will be realized in seeing the work com- 
pleted. 


This improvement consists of the elimination of all grade crossings 


within the central part of the city, that have so long been a menace to 
the life and limb of not only those li\ing in South Newark, who daily 
Iiave to cross the railroad tracks, but also to those who only occasionally 
liave to visit that portion of the city. 


The toll of death demanded by these crossings in the past years i-^ 


appalling, and so long as they remain, this will not be decreased, but in- 
creased, and it was seen that by no dilly-dallying methods could their elim- 
intion be accomplished. 
The South Side Association took the matter up 


in council and began a vigorous campaign, which has resulted in matters 
having been brought to the point of the desired fruition. 


The South Side Association appointed a committee some months ago, 


which went to Columbus and consulted City Civil Engineer Henry Maetzcl 
of that city. At the expense of the Association, Engineer Maetzel and his 
assistant, B. H. Simpson, came over to Newark and were shown the situ- 
ation as it existed. 
These men su<4wsted the fesahility of doing away with 


the grade crossings by elevating the railroad tracks and constructing sub- 
ways from First street to the Raccoon Creek. 


These engineers have been engaged in doing the same work in Col- 


iimbus, whch is now almost completed, with the result that the railroad 
tracks in the entire 
west 
side 
of the city have been raised and 


the danger from these grade crossings forever eliminated from travel. 
The engineers looked over the ground and told the committee that the work 
was not only feasible, but comparatively easy and inexpensive — much more 


BO than was the case in Columbus. 


They were accordingly instructed to submit plans and estimates of cost 


for the Newark work, to be done along the same lines as that in Col- 
umbus, which have now been completed. 


These plans were submitted to City Civil Engineer C. 71". Wells of New- 


m-k, and after some few changes, were approved by him, and are now 
loady to bo submitted to the council at the proper time. 


Jn the meantime, the engineers of the railroads arc working on plans 


of their own for the work, which are to be submitted to the present 
council by December 15. Recently, the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad

more, the work can probably be done for less than the figures show. A*!

planned in Newark is to be done upon the same basis, his figures bear the 
stamp of authority from experience, and are raised from the realm of 
guesswork or speculation to that of certainty.
